THE WELL-KNOWN EPISCOPAL MINISTER IN 
A PECK OF TROUBLE. 


Bishop Dudley Prefers Charges Against the 
Minister—The Rector of Grace Church, 
Louisville, Ky., Accused of Practicing 
Extreme Ritualism=‘‘Father” Betts, 
Backed by His Vestry, Defies the Bishop— 
The Case Befng Tried by the Episcopal 
Council, at Henderson, Ky.—The Bever 
end Gentleman’s Career in St. Louis.

EVANSVILLE, Ind., May 12.—An important 
and somewhat sensational case is under dis- 
cussion to-day in the Episcopal Council at 
Henderson, Ky. Itisthat of Rev. George C. 
Betts, rector of Grace Episcopal Church, 
Louisville, Ky. This minister has been 
in charge of that church for the 
past two years, and — that time 


Rev. Geo. C. Betts. 
has shown unmistakable tendencies to the 
Romish faith. This has been evidenced in 
many ways, but more particularly by his re- 
cent actions in having a tabernacle construct- 


ed in the churche. This is a distinctive of piece 
furniture, common only to the Romish Church, 
and foreign to the teachings of the Episcopal. 
In this tabernacle, upon the altar, is placed 
the elements used in communion service, and 

laced there for the purpose of adoration by 

he faithful. Beyond this, Father Betts is 
also accused of extreme ritualistic tendencies, 
andischarged with an endeavor to incorpor- 
ate other Romish features into his church. 

He also insists upon being 

ADDRESSED AS ‘*‘FATHER,’’ 
which is a title distinctively worn by the ele- 
slastios of the Roman Catholic Church. These 
innovations upon the stern system and 
discipline o the Episcopal Church 
have naturally produced severe criti-‘ 
cism among the laymen of his own 
church,.as wellas his brethren in the cler 
The matter was at last carried before the 
Bishop, the Right Rev. Thomas U. Dudley, 
who at once ordered the removal of the taber- 
nacle and the ex * ing from the forms 
of worship of eatures extraneous 
to the ritual of ‘the Episcopal Church. 
These instructions the Rev. Betts disobeyed, 
retreating behind his vestry, whose consent he 
asserted must be obtained re he could re- 
move any article from the chancel of his 
church... On the matter being referred to the 
ef Grace Church, u was a that 
— fully sustained “Fathe Betts 
refused toremove it, thus defying them an- 
date of the Bishop. Nothing more could be 
done but to o the matter before the tribu- 
nal of the assembled clergy in council at Hen- 
derson. This was done and 
A RIGID INVESTIGATION 
r It is morally certain that 
the action of the Bishop will be sustained, as 
the demeanor of Rev. Betts is almost without 
precedent in defying the constituted apostolic 
head of the church. If the Bishop is sustained 
the obnoxious articles must be removed from 
the church or he will not perform 
any further Episcopal functions in that church. 
It will thus be left without the fold aud de- 
prived of that ecclesiastical supervision and 
teers necessary to its maintenance as an 
piscopal church. Neither Bishop nor the 
assembled council have gut to 
forcibly remove the bed article, 
but either can cout the church 
from the apostolic jurisdiction, which will 
virtually crush its effectiveness and usefulness. 
The matter, which has been suppressed as 
much as possible, is no longer a secret, and 
the facts which have leaked out have 
caused a considerable sensation among 
church people. It is asserted at 
other things of a startlLng nature will be 
developed before the investigation is closed, as 
it is charged that Rev. Mr. Betts’ antecedents 
are open to severe criticism and that he has 
once before been ilty of insubordination to 
the Bishop of another State. 

Bishop Dudley says that he is determined to 
suppress any and every Romish tendency of 
the churches under his charge in the diocese 
and — — position he will be sustained by the 
council.

Three Railroad Bills Introduced and Read 
in the House—Séfiator Ball Comes Up 
‘With a General Measure, Which Is Or 
dered Printed—The Ryor Resolution Dis- 
cussed and Defented—Prospects of Legis- 
lation, 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON Orrr, May 12.—There is not a 
member of the State Legislature, as far as any- 
one can discover, who is notin favor of Rail- 
road legislation, that is, on general princi- 
ples, if what is said can be believed. Itis the 
proper caper for every member to say he 
favors legislations. I am in favor of a rea- 
sonable measure, has come to be a trite say- 
ing. Every Senator and Representative said 
it fifty times yesterday. 

The trouble is that it doesnot mean any 
thing. Every one recognizes the fact that it 
won’t do to say boldly that he is against weil- 
road legislation. That isn't the way of work- 
ing it, but the opponents of railroad legislation 
will simply object to any particular meagure 
which is brought up. They must resort to their 
ingenuity to*find some feature in any kind of 
measure which will de ground for objection 
and which will justify them. 

WHAT I8 NEEDED. 

There is little doubt, however, that even the 
strongest opponents of legislation on this sub- 
ject have practically made up their minds that 
some kind of measure must be accepted. All 
the talk is in this direction, The only question 
in, what shall it be? And this is a problem 
with diversity of opinion among the legis- 
lators. The chief point which defeated the 
old bills was the power delegatedR to the ail- 
road Commissioners, and it is little likely that 
any bill will pass with this provision in it. 

Your correspondent talked with a number of 
members on the subject and there was nota 
single opinion to the effect thatno measure 
would be passed. Every opinion agreed 
that something would be done and 


the opinions are serious. The members 
realize that they are here for practically no 
other purpose and that the music must be 
faced. Among others Senator D. A. Ball of 
Pike, who was called to account by his con- 
stituents for his vote against the bill last win- 
ter, is talking in favor of some measure, but 
he has no well-defined ideas on the subject.

He asked for the protest, but was 
told to see John O’ Day, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent and General Attorney, who said that he 
had no right to vote on the stock presented.

COURT-H9USE. 


in Carondelet—Other Sales of Import- 
ance To-Day—News Among the Archi- 
tects—Bullding Permits Issued To-Day. 


“A bale was made at noon to-day at the east 
door of the Court-house of a dozen parcels of 
realestate which formerly belonged to the 
estate of the Hon. Henry F. Blow, and by him 
bequeathed to his son, John G. Blow, 
now deceased.

The sale to-day was made in the interests of 
these parties, who will receive their pro rata 
share of the proceeds based on the respective 
amounts they have heretofore paid over to 
Straat on the judgment, and to Jamison on 
the illegally negotiated notes.

SHEEP SHEARING. - 


THE NATIONAL CONVENTION DEVOTES THE 
DAY TO WOOL-GATHERING. 


Overcoats Taken From 150 Sheep—The Com- 
mittee to Pass Upon the Fleeces This 
Evening—The Principal Exhibitors—To- 
Morrow’s Programme. 


This was shearing day with the National 
Wool Growers assembled in St. Louis. They met 
at the warehouse of the Cotton Compress Co., 
where the sheep were. There has been offered 
in premiums $1,760 for the best wool in various 
Classes, the wool to be shorn from the sheep 
and submitted to competitive examina 
tion right on the spot. About 150 
sheep were in the improvised pens 
this morning when the visitors arrived with 
— and overalls to begin the work on tnem. 

e animals were entered in six classes anda 
sweepstakes, The total entries were about 
175. Several platforms about a foot high 
had been arranged for the men who did 
the cutting and at 10 o’clock the pens were 
opened and the sheep were brought out for 
business, Asheep isn’t as hard to lead or 
drive as a pig is, but when it doesn’t thorough- 
ly understand the intention of the 
driver it can be obstinate. The 
favorite method of guarding against misun- 
derstandings is to catch the sheep by his hind 
legs and lifting them off the ground like 
a pair of wheel-barrow handles to 
push on them. The sheep then 
walks briskly forward in a manner that is 


described as Spanish. The sheepis first 
weighed and then taken to one of the piat- 
forms mentioned. The sheep is then 
induced to sit down on the dase 
of his spinal column and the 
barber roceeds to take off the animal’s 
winter clothing. There is something very 
soothing tothe sheepinthe operation for he 
usually shuts his eyes and leans back like a 
next morning's patient being shaved. Occa- 
sionally the shears clip his hide, andthen he 
rouses from his dreams forashort Grawco- 
Roman wrestle with the shearer, after which 
oN settles down to his previous pla- 
cidity. 

It takes about two hours to sheer the average 
sheep. .A right good fleece weighs in the 
neighborhood of twenty-three pounds. When 
the wool is off it is baled and is ready for ship- 
ment, or in the present case, for competition.

PATRICK EGAN EXONERATED. 


What He Said and Did When He Heard of 
the Phenix Park Affair. 


Paris Letter to London News. 

The French papers refiect the excite- 
ment which the Parnell affair causes in 
England. Perhaps it may not be amiss 
for me to describe how Egan, whose name 
has been mixed up in the matter, received 
the news of the Phoenix Park murders. I 
sought, entirely for journalistic purposes, 
to make Egan’s acquaintance when 
he was here, and got to know him 
very well, as he happened to live near 
me, and I had frequent opportunities of 
meeting him in the tram cars, public gar- 
dens and other places. It wy eee y hat 
Isaw him at the moment he heard of the 
Phoenix Park murders. It was atthe 
Madeleine Station on the tramway leading 
tothe Avenue de Villers, where he re- 
sided. I was going in that direction, and 
Egan was coming fromit. He stepped 
out of a car and went toa kiosk to buy an 
evening paper, andthen satdown ona 
bench hard by toreadit. When he opened 
and looked at it the paper fell from his 
hand, and he became quite 8 
like. 1 had not, as he had 
not seen me, intended to accost him, 
but when I perceived his state 1 was 
under the impression that he was dying, 
and went to see what was the matter so as 
to call assistance were it wanted. For 
perhaps five minutes he could not speak, 
and kept staring in a fixed way and look- 
ing more dead than alive. I questioned 
him at last, and he pointed to the paper, 
La France, and said: Look at that.“ I 
picked it up and read of the Phoenix Park 
affair. Egan’s words, when he was able 
to speak were: What an awful fatality! 
Cavendish was the best of the 
whole lot. Poor Cavendish! 
Lord Frederick!“ Later on be 
conversed a good deal. His feeling 
was that what had happened would dam- 
age the cause which he had at heart. He 
was terrified at the savagery of the act. 
About ten days later I met him again in 
the street and he told me that he thought 
of going off to some western part of 
America, where peace and quietness 
were to be obtained. Egan was, it ap- 
— to me, the very contrary of real 
ess or unscrupulous, and struck me as a 
man of gentle disposition and by no means 
strong nerve. I met Mr. Parnell at Victor 
Hugo’s when he was over here trying to 
get the Paris press round to his side. We 

ad ein mer ag 4 long talk in his hotel 
about Ireland. esaid: I had no idea 
when I first began what forces were going 
to be unloosed. What we have now do 
is to give them a good direction, and from 
being blind and ious to render them 
intelligent and disciplined. It’s an im- 
mense task, but it must be accomplished.” 
Mr. Parnell disapproved emphatically of 
murder as a means of ering the 
home-rule scheme.

YOUNG KNAPP, 

Under an administration which would 
not permit the purity of a District-Attor- 
ney’s office to be sullied by base politics, 
the thunderbolts of Federal justice in St. 
Louis are occasionally launched by the 
youthful hand of one of the large family 
of KNarrs.

He yesterday undertook the conduct of 
the oleomargarine cases and the follow- 
ing report from our always accurate con- 
temporary, the Globe-Democrat, shows 
how the interests of justice fared: 

In the United States District Court yesterday 
the case against HENRY and GrorGE BRUCK,the 
Union Market butter-dealers, accused of hav- 
ing violated the oleomargarine law, was 
called, and, contrary to all expectations, a 
verdict of not guilty was returned by the jury, 
acting on instructions from the Court. Assist- 
ant-District-Attorney KnapP had the manage- 
ment of the case for the Government, Judge 
BasHaw and First-Assistant Haren being ab- 
sent. When the case was called, Mr. Knapp j 
proceeded to enlighten the jury in regard to 
the circumstances, examined his witnesses, 
and, having finished in a remarkably short 
time, turned to the Court and with a bow re- 
marked that that was the case, Judge THAYER 
did not wait for the defending attorney to say 
anything, but at once said that under the cir- 
cumstances he could only instruct the jury to 
acquit the defendants. Mr. KNaPP gazed at 
the Court in astonishment, while the Judge 
pointed out that the Government attorney had 
failed to establish the very first point neces- 
sary in his case, namely, that the law required 
the oleo packages to be branded. That point 
had not been brought before the jury, and 
they, of course, could not presume that it 
was 50.

Tue State Railroad — have 
regularly performed their duty of pro- 
viding the State Board of Equalization 
with full official information in regard to 
the cash value of the railroads in this 
State as often as the time came for new 
assessments. The estimates of the Com- 
missioners have always been based upon 
unquestionable official data furnished by 
the railroads themselves, and the cash 
valuations placed by the Commissioners 
on railroad property have always been 
low enough to exclude any suspicion 
of overvaluation, But, although the 
laws make it the duty of the 
State Board of Equalization to see 
that all property is assessed for taxation 
“according to its value,’’ the railroad 
assessment has never been half of the low 
cash value put upon such property by the 
Commissioners. They estimate the present 
cash value of the railroads at $124,603,000, 
which is far less than the property can be 
duplicated for, and not half as much as 
the market value of the capitalization on 
which it is paying interest and dividends, 
Yet if the St. Louis tax-payers, whose 
property is assessed at from 80 to 100 per 
cent of its market value, expect the State 
Board to raise the railroad assessment up 
to $62,000,000, they will probably be dis- 
appointed. 


Privileged Classes. 
From the New York WORLD. 

A contemporary insists that ‘‘in this coun- 
try the laws do not recognize or foster privi- 
leged classes,’’ and that nothing needs to be 
done to insure a greater degree of equality in 
rights and privileges than our citizens now 
enjoy. 

This is quite too sweeping aclaim. There is 
no equality in the condition of things which 
makes it impossible for a poor man to be 
elected Mayor of New York, or a Representa- 
tive in Congress, or a Senator of the United 
States. The first question asked concerning a 
candidate for office, particularly in our large 
cities, is, How much can he put up?’’ When 
offices are boughtrich men are thereby con- 
stituted a privileged class. When the money 
of corporations or of railway kings is used to 
promote the election of one man and to defeat 
the success of another, the equality of citizens 
before the law is destroyed. 

The laws ‘‘recognize and foster privileged 
classes’’ when they permit one set of mannu- 
facturers to charge from 20 to 80 per cent more 
for their products than they would be able to 
do but for a protective tariff to that amount 
on foreign goods such as they make. There 
are no doubt some compensating advantages 
for this system of favoritism; but the email 
percentage of citizens who are the beneficia- 
ries of this system undeniably constitutes a 
privileged class. 

The conditions are more nearly equal in this 
glorious country than elsewhere in the world, 
but there is acall to resist the beginnings of 
Piutocracy, the assumptions of politicians, 
and the prolongation of war taxes for private 
benefit. 


Jay Gould Eats Snails, 
From the New York Sun. 

Jay Gould has set down-towners to eating 
snails. Nearly every afternoon since his re- 
turn from his far Western trip tne great little 
financier has stopped at the office of a trans- 
Atiantic steamer company, stayed a few 
seconds in the agent’s sanctum, and emerged 
with a brown-papered parcel, which he car- 
ried home with the air of possessing some- 
thing very precious. These packages con- 
tained each about a quart of snails, of the 
species. eaten in some parts of France, and 
especially imported by some of the the steam- 
ship men as a favortofriends. Mr. Gould 
got his appetite for snails in New Mexico, how- 
ever, and ‘‘got it bad,’’ as one close observer 
declares. He has the things cooked under 
stringent orders to boil them first in their 
shelis, then submerge them in a highly fla- 
vored sauce, and finally roast them. They 
are served in the shelis, which by this time 
are thoroughly browned. When eaten, they 
are piled hot on a plate, after the manner of 
roasted clams, and the eater extracts them by 
holding a shell in his leit hand, while with a 
fork in his right he gets the curious morsel 
out. The taste is pieasant, if one isn’t 
squeamish, and a liking is easily acquired for 
the ‘‘escargots,’’ as they are calied in the 
restaurants where they have been this week 
suddenly introduced. Some are brought from 
France, but the bulx are gathered by boys in 


the outlying districts. Mr. Gould has hither- 


to been famous for a plain diet, and so his 
mania for snails is all the more a Wall street 
wonder. 


Stanford on Capital and Labor.

When Gov. Stanford speaks of the creation 
of wealth the mind ofthe ordinary reader 
turns at once to the Pacific Railroad job, into 
which certain individuals, sometimes known 
as the Big Four, put $1,500 each, and in the 
course of a few years realized an aggregate re- 
turn of nearly $200,000,000 over and above afair 
profit. This ‘‘creation of wealth“ was marvel- 
ous in ite extent, but no one believes it was 
lawful or justin ite methods. Oonceived and 
carried out in defiance of law, the Pacific Rail- 
road Credit Mobilier and stock-water- 
ing schemes—the most gigantic swin- 
dles of the ceontury—placed an enormous, un- 
just, staggering load on the shoulders of over- 
burdened labor. The burden is still there, 
and every day thousands of toiling workmen 
and farmers pay tribute to the Big Four.“ 
As they contribute a share of each day’s work 
to pay returns on capital never invested, they 
are little disposed to listen to praises of the 
dignity of labor from tax-levying magnates 
who rejoice in colossal accumulations of 
watered stock. With the exception, perhaps, 
ot Jay Gould and three or four others there is 
no man in the country so ill-fitted as Gov. 
Stanford to act as an efficient instructor of the 
working classes.

HE LEAVES FOR CINCINNATI TO JOIN THE

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BROOKS, THE BICYCLIST. 


The Dark Horse in the Clarksville Race 
Arrives. 


The POST-DISPATCH mentioned some days 
ago the probability of a dark horse cutting a 
dash in the Clarksville road race. Every body 
has been asking who the mysterious rider 
could be. If these persons had been at the 
Union Depot last evening. they would 
have have had their curiosity satis- 
fled when the Pittsburg train pulled in. 


Then who should step off the car but the vet- 
eran racer, John Brooks of 1 Pa., 
Going with him to the baggage car, the re- 
orter was surprised to see a Star handed 
own to him. rooks has been racing on a 
crank machine for twelve years, and he was 
promptly asked for an explanation of his 
change of mount. „Well,“ he said, 
weit is a simple story. I. have been 
riding a Star now for two years, but 
in public I have always raced on acrank, and 
thus nobody has known of my work with the 
levers. None knew of my intention of enter- 
ing the Clarksville race except the Smith Com- 
any and Wallace, the trainer. I consider 
that Jam now equally well acquainted with 
both wheels. or the track I will take 
the crank, but for the road the lever 
machine. The reason is very plain. On 
long down-grades, like the Dover stretch 
at Clarksville, a crank rider would 
have to keep up asteady spurt forthe seven 
miles, whereas the levers would need but an 
occasional extra hardshove.’’ 
Brooks is a well-built, muscular man, and 
comes here from the mountainous roads of 
Pennsylvania, where he has been quietly train- 
ing for six weeks for the Clarksville race.

“Be a gy the most surprised fellows 
in the United States were McCurdy and Neil- 
son, the other Star men, when they came 
down-stairs this morning at Clarksville and 
ound Brooks’ name on the register and 
saw the ‘‘coffee-mill’’ in the hall. Brooks 
having trained so 1 on bigger hills than 
those at Clarksville will handle the Belt road 
gradés with ease. He expects a warm contest, 
and 9 said on leaving that he guessed 
there would be a big fight in the Star team for 
first place. He also added this pointer: ‘‘If 
there is a bunch when the seven-mile grade is 
reached on the last round, look out for the 
hottest 2 g you ever saw.

QUEEN VICTORIA ENTERTAINED BY AMERI- 
CAN INDIANS AND COWBOYS. 


A Private Performance Given by the Wild 
West Show for the Queen’s Benefit—Ex- 
citement Among the Cowboys on Her 
Majesty’s Arrival—A Picturesque Sight. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, May 12.—Queen Victoria yesterday 
afternoon visitedthe Wild West encampment 
at Earl's Court, where a private performance 
was given for her benefit. The public was not 
admitted to the grounds because the Queen had 
ordered to the contrary. She sent word Tues- 
day afternoon that she desired to have the 
performance begin soon after her arrival, at 
5o0’clock. The Queen is almost the only ruler 
in Europe except the Czar of Russia, who will 
not attend any entertainment in company with 
the public. The order to exclude 
every one not directly connected with 


the Wild West troupe and that no one 
should be present except those especially iu- 


vited by her Majesty, was rigidly enforced. 
Tuesday afternoon half adozen detectives in 
plain clothes went down to the exhibition and 
took up their station there to look out for pos- 
sible dynamiters. Yesterday afternoon 100 
policemen and twenty detectives were sent 
out. Thesé policemen guarded every entrance 
and occupied positions all over the grounds. 
They were atevery doorwoy leading into the 
amphitheater. There were several that stood 
out among rocks and trees in the back- 
ground of the Wild West’s scenery. It 
was arranged to have the Queen en- 
ter by the Earl's Court entrance, 
and to drive down between the stables so as to 


enter the grounds through an opening in the 
scenery where the actors in the Wild West 
show make their appearance. In this way the 
royal party avoided all of the employes of the 
exhibition roper. Even these were 
rigidly excluded from the amphitheater with 
the exception of the prineipalofiicials. Thanks 
to a handsome buckskin suit and picturesque 
black sombrero hat lenf{o me by Capt. Burke, 
I was enabled to be present. I was passed 
lown through the line 6 and detect- 
ives without any question and was the only 
correspondent who was permitted to have the 
privilege of remaining in the amphitheater. 
EXCITEMENT AMONG THE COWBOYS. 

All of the members of the company were di- 
rected to remain in the stables with the horses 
until the Queén and her party had entered. 
There was great excitement among the cow- 
boys. There was a policeman standing guard 
over every stable. The cowboys were very 
hard to repress.

“JUDGE” ANDERSON. 


Return of Mr. Deakin, Who Was Swindled 
Out of $20,000. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPatTcu. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. T., May 12.—Charles Dea- 
kin of Susquehanna, who was swindled out of 
$20,000 by Charles E. Anderson, the spurious 
Michigan ‘‘judge,’’ has just arrived home 
from London, England, after having secured 
the punishment of the offender and recovered 


$2,000 of the sum of which he was fraudulently 
despolled. Anderson called upon Charles 
Deakin and his father, William B. Deakin 
who are prosperous farmers, and represented 
himself to be an ex-judge of the Michigan 
Courts, largely engaged in prosecuting the 
claims of American citizens to English estates. 
He assured the Deakins that he had knowledge 
of afortune of $200,000 awaiting them in En- 
giand, an inheritance from an ancestor and 
which he could readily secure for them. He 
ave as references to his legal and social stand- 
ng certain prominent lawyers and bankers in 
Binghamton, Detroit and New York City, and 
his superior abilities and fine dress had so far 
imposed’ on the gentlemen referred to 
that they readily indorsed his preten- 
sions. e@ secured handsome retain- 
ers from the Deakins and went to London, 
ostensibly to prosecute their claim. On one 
specious pretext or another, he continued to 
call on his clients for balances until the 
him altogether over $20,000. Th 
Deakin followed him across the ocean, and 
finding the pretense afraud and delusion, he 
caused the swindler’s arrest. Anderson was 
convicted and. sentenced to imprisonment at 
hard labor for five yéars. Of the 
sums fraudulently obtained 
Deakins and other victims of 
he had nothing :
